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Summary of Findings: 

The Graves Registration Report form for Plot 5 Row E Grave 25 lists an unknown 
C.S.M. ( Company Sergeant Major) of the R.M.L.I. ( Royal Marine Light Infantry) buried in 
Plot 5 Row E Grave 25 of the Serre Road Cemetery No. 2, Somme France. 

A review of all of the evidence for this case is conclusive that these are the remains of 
Company Sergeant Major Reginald Clarence Rogers #CH/15594 of the 1 st Battalion 
Royal Marine Light Infantry. He was killed in action on 26 March 1918 during Operation 
Michael, fighting a rearguard action toward Thiepval while withdrawing to Hamel. 
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Details of Findings: 

The findings are based on the following: 

1. The Graves Registration Report Form ( GRRF 2616446) lists an Unknown 
Company Sergeant Major of the Royal Marine Light Infantry buried in Plot 5 Row 
E Grave 25 of the Serre Road Cemetery No. 2 in the Somme Sector of France 
(57d.K.35.a.1.0). There is no date of death or battalion stated for the soldier 
(Attachment #1). 

2. The Concentration of Graves Burial Return ( COG-BR 2618609) contains the 
same information as the GRRF and further specifies that the soldier was 
identified based on his uniform, boots, buttons and badge off rank (Attachment 
#2). The remains were recovered at 57d.Q.29.b.6.9, which places him on the 
edge of the River Ancre, due west of Thiepval. The Royal Marine Light Infantry 
( LLT - 63 rd Royal Naval Division) saw action in the Somme Sector on four (4) 
occasions, one or more of which will match the location of the remains: 

• Battle of Ancre (Somme 13-18 November 1916) 

• Operations on the Ancre (January-March 1917) 

• Battle of Bapaume (24-25 March 1918) 

• Battle of Albert (21 -23 August 1918) 

3. The Headstone Schedule ( HD-SCFID 2743537) tells us that the identity of the 
soldier was not recorded at that time, thus he remains as an “Unknown Company 
Sergeant Major, a Royal Marine” (Attachment #3). The current availability of the 
historic records now provides the capability to match the location of the remains 
to the names of men that were lost at that specific location and have no known 
grave. 

4. The Area Map from the McMaster Lloyd Reed Collection shows the general area 
of the Somme where the Royal Marine Light Infantry saw action in the Great War 
in the vicinity of the remains in sector 57d.Q.29, near the River Ancre 
(Attachment #4). The remains were recovered southeast of Beaumont-Hamel, 
between the villages of Hamel and Thiepval. The River Ancre can be seen 
passing directly through this area. 

5. A Trench Map provides greater detail of the location of the remains on the west 
side of the River Ancre (Attachment #5). This places the remains approximately 
500 yards due south of Hamel and 2,000 yards northwest of Thiepval, between 
the road and a rail line. 

6. A list of Possible Candidates was derived from the CWGC database of war dead 
(Attachment #6). Note that the database reveals the RMLI CSMs only with the 
spelling as “Company Sergeant Major”, whereas all other British casualties of 
that rank are listed as “Company Serjeant Major”. All variations were checked to 
make sure no men were missing on the list of candidates. 
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Of the ten (10) Company Sergeant Majors of the Royal Marine Light Infantry lost 
in the Great War, five (5) are in France and four (4) of these have no known 
grave. Company Sergeant Major Henry Hamilton Eastwood is the only casualty 
that has a known grave in the Ancre British Cemetery, Beaumont-Hamel. 

There are no reported cases of a Company Sergeant Major of the Royal Marine 
Light Infantry being listed on a Special Memorial in any cemetery. 

There were seven (7) casualties in the Great War of men showing the Royal 
Marine Light Infantry as their “Secondary Regiment” ( CWGC Link). None of these 
men showed the rank of Company Sergeant Major. 

7. The War Diary entries for each of the 1 st and 2 nd Battalion of the Royal Marine 
Light Infantry were consulted to determine which of the four (4) candidates were 
in the specific area where the remains were recovered (Attachment #7). 

• John Campbell 26 April 1917 2 nd RMLI (Attachment #7a): North of 
Gavrelle (51b.B.30.b /51b.C.25.a) on the 24th where there was heavy 
artillery and air action on the 25th and 26th (war diary page 132 of 333) . 
Three (3) other ranks reported killed. This puts him out of the area, as he 
was lost south of Oppy to the northeast of Arras. 

• Richard Milne 28 April 1917 2 nd RMLI: Same as Campbell above, lost in 
an attack northeast of Gavrelle. Heavy casualties were reported. 

• Reginald Rogers 26 March 1918 1 st RMLI (Attachment #7b): In 
Martinpuich on the 25th and fighting rearguard action to Thiepval, where 
they remained the night of 25th and 26th. Ordered to withdraw across the 
River Ancre to Hamel on the 26th, where they took up a defensive position 
(war diary page 115 of 178) . That places C.S.M. Rogers at the location 
where the remains were recovered at 57d.Q.29.b.6.9. 

• Thomas Boyd 25 August 1918 1 st RMLI (Attachment #7c): On the western 
edge of Loupart Wood (57C.G.34) on the 24th, where they attacked 
enemy positions on the morning of the 25th (war diary page 149 of 178) . 
This places them to the southwest of Grevillers, about 4,000 yards west of 
Bapaume. He is out of the area where the remains were found. 

As part of the research on the historical documents, the records for the known 
Company Sergeant Major Henry Eastwood were also checked, as his remains 
were recovered in close proximity to the unknown candidate at 57d.Q.18.a 
( COG-BR 1965555) . He was killed in action on 4 February 1917, two (2) months 
prior to the deaths of Campbell and Milne. At the time of his death he was 
serving with the 190 th Machine Gun Company, 63 rd (Naval) Division. Details of 
the action at that time (war diary page 342 of 520) , places the company in the 
trenches at Beaucourt. He was the sole member of the company killed in action 
that day. For clarification, there are no Company Sergeant Majors that were killed 
in that action listed on a memorial for the unknown. 
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The war diary information leaves little doubt that the remains are those 
of Company Sergeant Major Reginald Clarence Rogers . The 1 st Battalion Royal 
Marine Light Infantry withdrew from Bertincourt (57C.P.12) on the 24 th to 
Martinpuich (57C.M.32). From there they moved west toward Thiepval on the 25 th 
and crossed the River Ancre to Hamel on the 26 th . It was at that time and location 
that Company Sergeant Major Rogers was killed. 

If the remains of Company Sergeant Major Eastwood had not been recovered 
and buried in the Ancre British Cemetery, then it would not have been possible to 
arrive at this firm conclusion. The two sets of remains were only 2,000 yards 
apart. Eastwood’s remains were recovered by the 148 th Labour Company on or 
before 8 October 1919. The set of “unknown remains” were recovered on or 
about 12 June 1923. 

8. The Record of the Royal Marines during the Great War ( Blumberq 1927) 
provides additional details on each of the actions described in this report 
(Attachment #8a). There were no men holding the rank of Company Sergeant 
Major lost during the Operations on the Ancre (13-18 November 1916) or the 
Operations on the Ancre (January-March 1917). It was not until the R.M.L.I. was 
involved in the Battle of Bapaume in March 1918 that a C.S.M. was lost in the 
area where the remains were recovered (Attachment #8b). The historical text 
confirms the understanding derived from the war diary. 


Action Required: 

The “Investigative Report” has been prepared in accordance with the procedures and 
criteria set out by the CWGC, should they wish to make any changes to the 
commemoration details (Attachment #9). 

The evidence is clear that the remains that were recovered at 57d.Q.29.b.6.9 can only 
be those of Company Sergeant Major Reginald Rogers #CH/15594 of the 1 st Battalion, 
Royal Marine Light Infantry, 63 rd (Naval) Division.

o CSM Rogers was there and "rendered a very good service" but he survived that day 
o CSM Chapman is reported being taken prisoner and died of wounds in Germany (May 
1917), the CWGC has him buried in Belgium ( CWGC Link) . His COG-BR 2366408 tells 
us that he was buried in a German grave in the Tournai cemetery and moved slightly 
when the cemetery was restructured after the war. 

• Battle of Bapaume (24-25 March 1918) - CSM Rogers 26 March 1918 

o the account of operations for 1918 starts on page 338 
o the rear-guard action back to Thiepval is reported on page 344 

o there is a reference to their defensive position, formed in part by the Arras-Albert railway, 
where the remains were recovered 

o the 1st R.M.L.I. is reported to be 300 yards east of Mesnil (57d.Q.29) 

• Battle of Albert (21-23 August 1918) - CSM Boyd 25 August 1918 

o this account of operations starts on page 351 , with action on the 25th on page 356 
o the first objective of the 1st R.M.L.I. was the Grevillers Trench between Grevillers and 
Loupart Wood, with a final objective at Le Barque

The 188th then fought a rearguard action back to Thiepval where they estab¬ 
lished themselves in a strong outpost position for the night with the object of 
securing the bridges over the river Ancre, preparatory to effecting a crossing 
the next day. General Coleridge held a conference of his Commanding Officers 
and Adjutants on top of Thiepval Ridge, and it was here that the Brigade-Major, 
Major Thompson, was wounded by a H.E. shell. At this time Lieut.-Colonel 
Kirkpatrick, commanding the Anson, who had done splendid work during the 
retreat, was killed. 

Whilst the enemy continued to press on the northern and southern extremities 
of the valley, the 188th passed a quiet night after five days of almost incessant 
fighting and marching. 

At dusk the Royal Naval Division were holding a general line in front Ovillers 
—La Boisselle—Thiepval. 

At 12-45 a.m. on 26th orders were issued for the Royal Naval Division to 
withdraw across the river Ancre during the early hours of the morning; the 
188th with 1/R.M.L.I. acting as rearguard were across without incident by 6 a.m., 
most of the small foot-bridges were destroyed by the Divisional Engineers after 
the last troops had crossed. 

Shortly after the withdrawal from Thiepval Ridge to behind the Arras— 
Albert Railway the Germans who throughout followed closely, attacked the 
1/R.M.L.I. ana succeeded in gaining a tooting in the position. A successful 
counter-attack led by Lieutenant G. J. Wharf and Captain and Adjutant R. H. 
West drove the Germans out and re-established the line : Lieutenant Wharf was 
killed, he was awarded the Military Cross posthumously; although gassed he set 
a fine example to his men and engaged the enemy with skill and determination ; 
he had been one of the old long service non-commissioned officers of the Corps 
and had distinguished himself by his gallantry and efficiency. 

Captain R. H. P. West, the Adjutant, who had been badly gassed, carried out 
his duties with great gallantry and ability and it was largely due to him that the 
Battalion had been able to withdraw when ordered, he also was awarded the 
Military Cross. 

The Division had now arrived on ground with which it was familiar, for they 
were again in the neighbourhood of their great fight at Beaumont Hamel. 

The position to be taken up was of great natural strength ; the river Ancre 
with its pools served as a valuable obstacle, while the line of the Arras—Albert 
railway which consisted of a low but formidable embankment, provided a strong 
defensive position to the east of Aveluy Wood ; the trees of the wood were very 
close and there was an unusually thick undergrowth. 

The Royal Naval Division was in position from the south point of Aveluy 
Wood to Hamel facing the Thiepval Ridge with the 47th Division on the right, 
and 2nd Division on the left. The 1/R.M.L.I. was in position some 300 yards 
to the east of Mesnil, while the 2/R.M.L.I. were in support in rear of that village. 

The 190th were on the right of the Division and 189th on left. The troops had 
fought continuously and heavily for six days and the march over the old Somme 
Battlefield had severely tested their endurance. Many were now weary and 
footsore for the weather had been hot, the roads dusty, and full marching order 
was carried, and to add to their discomfort there was a shortage of water. Yet 
the spirit of the Battalions never fell and their conduct throughout, not only upheld 
the great traditions of the Corps, but indicated from time to time their ability to 
stand a hard knock as well as to give one.

Cases need to present clear and 
convincing evidence to prove the identity 
of a casualty and must not be based on 
assumption or speculation. The 
Commission's Commemoration Team will 
also consider whether the findings of a 
better informed contemporary 
investigation are being revisited and if 
there is any new evidence to consider. By 
way of example, it is unlikely that the 
Commission would support a revision of 
the arrangements for the commemoration 
where it is apparent that no new evidence 
is being presented and, a better informed 
previous decision is being revisited some 
100 years later. 


Un-cited resources cannot be accepted as official 
evidence. Research conducted on the internet will 
only be accepted if supplied by a recognised 
authority such as the CWGC, National Archives 
etc. Any primary (contemporary) sources e.g. the 
National Archives, CWGC, and Genealogical 
website original documentation etc. must be 
copied and submitted with the case. The relevant 
pages of any secondary material e.g. published 
reference books and articles; website material etc.
